ROBBING THE CUSTOMS. 

Blir Seizure of Contraband Ijadlea' Goods in 
New York. 

Ni;\v YoKi:, March 7. — The customs in- 
spectors, yesterday, on the arrival of the 
Labourgoyno from Havre, seized the trunks 
of seven of the cabin passengers. The 
goods seized are worth many thousands of 
dollars, and are sufiicient to stock a fasliion- 
ablo dressmaking establiahmetit, This is 
tho resultof an investigation which Sol Story 
has been carrying on for some time in cou- 
neotion with certain v/oll-knowndrcBsmakcrs 
of this city and Chicago. One of tlio trunks 
was stored with luce, sillc dresses, tea 
gowns, crepe goods and other foiiiale attiro, 
and belonged tn Mrs. Allbone, a passenger. 
She said she was a stranger in tliis country, 
and liad merely coino on a visit of 
pleasure. She was surprised when alio 
was informed that licr address 
was No. Ifj-'il Michigan aveiiut!, Uliicago, 
where sho I;ept a fiisliioiiable dressmaking 
establishment. Her trunk was taken to 
the seizuro room at tho custom liouso this 
morning. Two of the other trunks are said 
to belong to two women wlio are connected 
with Kuto Reilly, the dressmaker, whose 
name came before tho public recently in 
connection with a horsewhipping affikir in 
Chicago. 



A Slonhlsli Bnsslan Oalpost. 

Vienna, March 7. — It ,ia reported from 
Constantinople that the Sultan, under the 
influence of the German and Austrian 
atnbassadors, has refused to discipline tho 
Governor of Salonicii for confisoatiDg the 
Russian mail to Mount Atbos recently. It 
is an open secret in diplbmatio oirolea that 
the Mount Athoa oloistec has long ago been 
little lesa than an aovanced pose of the 
Russian Army in Turkey. Of its 
2,000 monks, nt least 1,200 are 
non-commissioned Russian ofiicara, who, 
in monk's garb, traverse the surround- 
ing country and gather information for tho 
Russian general staff'. To facilitate their 
work these otiiciala recently had established 
a special mail service from Salonica to Mount 
Athoa. Thus, while tho Austrian and 
French Post Otlices, in tho city, managed 
only tho correspondence of the French and 
Austrims in Turkey with foreign porta, 
Russia hud a domestic mail service on Turk- 
ish soil. This eHrontery moved 
even tho Sultan to anger, and up- 
on a hint from him; the Governor 
of Salonica confiscated the mail to tho clois- 
ter recently and forbade the continuance of 
the service. The Russian Consul in Salon- 
ica reported his action to M. NilidolT, in 
Constantinople, and the latter protested to 
the Sultan. The Austrian and German 
ininiaterf^T'." ,^sted against this protest. It 
wap ■ ' .'Expected, however, that their 
adv. . •/jyi'stitfen tho Sultan's backbone 
aiilHc'iCntfy to cause himHto persist in op- 
posing this last encroachment of Russia up 
on his sovereign rights. . ; .' 

Emperor vrilllain's Threat. 

LoNi)o:f, March 7. — A St. Petersburg 
despatch to the Standfd relates this story 
as uu echo of Emperor William's famous 
IJrandonburg speech. After the Emperor 
sat down, at the close of his address, a guest 
aaid to him jokingly that he apparently had 
forgotten that Russia was always behind him, 
ThoEtnpcror retorted: "Ich werde Russland 
seratdubcn." (I will ;julverize Russia.) 
Shouvaloir, upon hearing this remark, made 
close ciiquiricj concerning it, and then com 
niunicated the details of the scene and tin 
dialogue in question to M. Do Giera, who 
related them to the Czur. At a court 
ception, four or five evenings ago, the Czar 
is said to have addressed General Von 
Schweiuilz rather abruptly with the 
words, •' Tell your Emperor that when he 
wSnta to begin pulverizing us we will throw 
half a million of soldiers over his fiontiei: 
with tho greatest of pleasure." General 
Von Schweinitz has eommunioated this mes 
sage, it ia said, to Emperor \yilliam. The 
story, while doubtless exaggerated, is 
vonchcd For by the Standard correspondent 
us containing a kernel of truth. Rumors of 
William's sympathy with the Poles haa ren- 
dered tho Czar especially bitter against him 
lately. 

Coudlsn runlibmcnt. 

BicRUN, March 7. — The speotaole of two 
well dressed young men, diligently scrub 

bing and cleuniiig the statue of tho virgin 
in tlie market place, while a motley crowd 
of townspeople jeered at the perspiring 
youths, waa witnessed, to-day, at Sulil. 
The young men were atudents, who, while 
on u lark, the night before, had thought 
nothing so apropos as to daub the marble 
figure of the virgin with tar. The authors 
of the outrage were (]uickly detected, and 
their fatlieis were fined oUU marks each for 
the dan.age done to the atatue, while the 
boys themaelves were punished by being 
compelled to restore the monument to its 
original condition. 

<>crniiin Military I>claullcr. 

Bi'.ui.iN, March 7. — Lieut. Krapf, of the 
third battalion of infantry, stationed at 
Stuttgart, who disappeared with all the 
money cf the regimental treasury, last 
Monday, was arrested, yesterd.iy, in 
liremcu. He had already bouglit a 
steerage ticket for New Yoik and 
waa wearing tiic clothes of a workingman. 
In his pockets were found Imperial bank 
notes to the amount of 18,000 marks. His 
total defalcation is aaid to bo between 
(iO.OOO and 75,(JO0 marks. 



JAMBS BBATTY DEAD- 

An Old jonimalUt and ' tlnaVn of the Cana' 
diah Parliament Dead. ' 

ToiioNTO, March 7.— James Reatty^ one 
of tho oldest and beat known citizens of 
Toronto, died yesterday, aged 04. At one 
time ho was proprietor of the Toronto 
Loader. Mr. Beatty years ago was a con 
tractor, concerned in tho York roads, con- 
nected with which there was a great amount 
of notoriety. Tho deceased was said to 
have made considerable money out of the 
work, and aub.-<etiuently launclied out aa the 
proprietor of the Toronto Leader, which, for 
aonie years, was a Conservative organ, 
the chief mouth-piece, in fact, of the party, 
until the Mail waa established. Its weekly 
lasue — thej Patriot, if memory serves— wua 
the org.in of tho Orangemen. Mr. Beatty 
represented Toronto East, in the House of 
Comnionsduring theoxciting times known as 
those of the Pacific scandal, making during 
the debate, a characteristic defence of the 
late Premier. In his late years Mr. Beatty 
sustained many monetary losses, and is un- 
derstood to have died very poor.

Quebec, >Iarch 7.— Tho Attorney-General 
of Quebec has taken action against Ernest 
I acaud to recover .$100,000, on the ground 
that it waa stolen from the Province in the 
Bate des Chaleura affair.

Uiinistration. In fact it is generally conceded 
Morcior'a day is over, and that, whatever 
may be the outcome, he M'ill never licad 
another administration in Quebec. So well 
do his frieuda realize this fact, that they 
state, in case ho ia aupported by the pro- 
vince, he will at onco resign tho leaderahip 
of hia party in favor of Joly, oraomo other 
equally acceptable Liberal. The Legislature 
will probably bo summoned at once after 
tho election and tho fate of tho DeBouchcr- 
villo Government be decided by a vote. Tho 
following is the Star's forecast of the elec- 
tions : Ministeriala already elected, ; con- 
ceded, 28; Independent supporter, I ; total, 
38, Opposition elected, 1 ; conceded, 21; to 
tal,'22; in doubt, 13.

THE JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

Important Dolnea at the Bt-ealar Uontblr 
Ueeting Yeatrrdny Afternoon. 

Yesterday afternoon the regular monthly ■ 
meeting of the directon of the Jubilee Hos- 
jiital was held. There were present: Presi- 
dent Joshua Havies, and Mesara. G. Hay- 
ward, T. Shotbnir, G. H. Brown, I. Braver- 
man, E. A. McQuade, C. E. Redfern, Geo. 
Byrnes, E. C. Flumerfelt, and J. Braden. 

The Government loan of §*25,000 was dis- 
cussed but nothing was done in the matter, 
which stands where it did last month. 

Tho directors' report for tho past month, 
and the reports of the matron, steward, and 
superintendent were received and handed 
to the committee of tho month for reference. 

A letter was received from Foster Uac- 
guru, of Messrs, Heisterman k Co., for- 
warding a cheque for $100, a percentage on 
the insurance of the hospital with the 
Mutual Life Insurance Co, for the year 1891. 

It was decided that in the future an 
aocui ale, detailed record should be kept of 
all tho out door patients treated every 
month, and that the report should bo regu- 
larly transnutted to the City Council as 
information. 

After a good deal of discussion, it was 
decided to present a letter to the Municipal 
Council, asking for a payment of $5,000", to 
the hospital authorities, as compensation 
for the number of outdoor .patients treated 
by the hospital, and a^committee, consist- 
ing of the preairtont, aiid Messrs. Hay ward 
and Flummerfelt, wa8'formed>,to, draft the 
letter without detayj .aiia aubroit/ it , to the 
municipal authorities. ■ It was pointed out 
that there are at present 58 outdoor eity 
patients being treated regularly at the hos- 
pital, and a good deal of discussion ensued 
as to the duty of the city to take care of its 
own poor. 

A bill of $9'2 for furniture for tho fever 
ward waa ordered to bo paid, and the pro- 
{losition to charge fever patients more than 
ordinary inmates, on account of the extra 
trouble in nursing, was taken into considera- 
tion, and referred to the committee of the 
month for report. * ■

To TuK Editor— Slnco tho publication, In 
your widely circulatlnR journal, of tliu Com- 
missionor's Report, wherein by royal oniiasion, 
I nm given a pinco iibovo my follows, alto- 
gothor unearned, I have folt that some expla- 
nation was neucssary to allay any feoUnR o( 
possible envy on tho part of those occupytnt; 
thu foromoat rank, and who yot, aro Kss hon- 
ored. Tills, with your pormlssion. I will make 
as brielly as p saihlo. Tlio C'ommisaioiiors 
claim tliatl am an ollicer of tho (Jorimiatlon, 
nd was coniniissioned- to puichaao for tlio 
clcy. 

I endeavored when attcndinKtho Commis- 
.sion to make clear that 1 waa not, and nov. r 
hud been, a city ollljial, but waa rather, and 
most duoidedly a city contractor. 1 boliovo I 
am not inc'orr<'ct in sayinif that succe.-slvo 
councils held ihis view, and tl«itonoat least 
of their number, (tho chairman of tho elootnc 
light committee of 1891.) so tostiflod, under 
uaih boforo tho commission. Tho contract 
originated in this way: Tendora wore in- 
vited for the work in 18Sl>. 1 did not tender, 
decliuinK, as I ov)ilalricd to aldermen, to 
attempt to compete wiili unskilled labor. The 
contract was let, however, and thrown up 
boforo being entered upon. 

Sulisccinently the chairman of the committee, 
;\Ir. iM. Itiuiiber. at present an aldcrnuui, on- 
(juircd what I would contract to ao tho work 
lor. I anawond that I would carbon tho 
lamps, and superviau tho working of tho plant, 
for tho S'lm of S150 per month, tho 
bulk of which would necessarily bo paid 
out (or asBistanco. ' The oommlttoo agreed tu 
tho proposition, subject to connrmation by thu 
council, tho work was undertaken by mo and 
tlio contract is still in force. 

Now then, aa to uurcliusing supplies. If tho 
Comniissionoi-3 were knl to boiievo that the 
purchaaiug of plant, or supplies, waa a part of 
my duty, they were misinformed, that function 
was, and is exercised eniiroly by tho mayor, 
and committee with tho council's sane ion, 
When tho Hall plant was purohiised in 18S8, 
tho eomniltteo had other propositions, from 
oihor romp lilies, boforo them, and I can only 
assume that they chose tho liall appaiatus bo- 
cause it appeared to them that thai company's 
olTer was most advantageous. My agency of 
tho Ball company has not. boon any secret. I 
have zealously advertised myolf as agent for 
that pushing, vigorous and highly respcciablo 
corporation, wiih a considerable degreo of 
pride; and I slited, if 1 mistake not, to tho 
coinniisaion' rs. that I was in 18S8. and con- 
linuod to lie at tlio date or tho enquiry, agent 
for the Ball lil(!C rio Light t o. in briti-h Col 
umbia, and wua emllled to tlioir busineaa com 
mission on all goods Bo;d in such territory, 
wlietticraoldby mvself, or t^ho company dirjct. 
I nppri hoiid no uiOIculty in this position being 
understood by butlness men. Agents oi m- 
iiiissions are paid by tho manufacturer, not by 
tho purchaser. 

Had I bollovcd that my- con'ract with tho 
corporation in any way conrtiotod with tho 
Hgenoy I would have cancelled tho 
former, but why, Jlr Kdito"-, should I woiry 
your roiulcrs by turtlier dofniling inattora of 60 
personal a nature, and in which any .save the 
more curious can iiavo litLle orno concern. In 
this complex and democratic ago, in wliicli in 
tcreals are sointi-icately inlurwoven, wo cannot, 
always foresee whore tlioso commissions, royal 
and otherwise, are likely lo lead iis, and It is 
not improbable that ordinal y prudence should 
call a halt. Klso— who can tell— somo rude 
bo<ly, by virtuo of bis lights as a citizen of this 
great cuminon wealth, may bo enquiiing as to 
tliodlapoaitionof the eommissiouers' oomn Is- 
aion, and even dcsiro tolcaowK it had been 
duly returned to tho Dominion trongury; out of 
which tlicir round salaries are paid, oonimand 
imr, if weiudgc aright, their undivided timo, 
talents and services.

The Fisheries Commission mot in the 
Board of Trade rooms for the Iiiat time, 
yesterilay. There wus a larger iittciidiuica 
when tho proceedinga were opened, thivu ou 
any prorioua occasion. From the start un- 
til the finish the strife that had embittered 
the three previous diiya worlc was apparent, 
and three or four times ouhninutedin bitter 
recriiniiiution, ilie whole of the cunnery 
men preaenc being throughout thoroughly 
annoyed ut the manner in which they were 
treated by Chuirman Wihnot and Com- 
missioner Arnistronn. Feeling ran very 
high, nnd sevenil times, as will be apparent 
from the appended report. 

The proceedings were opened hy Mr. 
Wilmot, who rend to the lionrd, tlio follow- 
ing document for its consideration : — 

" Mr. WiliTiOt begs to aubniit for tho con- 
sideration of his ussociiito coiiimiaaioncrs of 
this Royul Fishury Commission, appointed 
to investigate matters in relation to the 
salmon nnd other fishing of British Colum- 
bia, the following : 

" That tbia commission having been 
formed by the Dominion Government for 
the purposes above mentioned, but more 
particularly as regnjds tho salmon fisheries 
on tho Frnser river, where almost the whole 
of tho complaints have originattd which 
Li night about the appointment of the 
Commlssioa, and as the sittings of tho Com- 
•mission have been openly held in the court 
house and town hall, Westminster, in 
'Yirhioh SO or 60 witnesses, oompriaing 
' canners, fishermen and others, were neard, 
in, relation to the above mentioned oom- 
•omplaints ; and aa the Commissioa ad- 
journed to the city of Victoria to obtain fur- 
ther information, and has had four days' sit- 
tings in the room occupied by the Board of 
Trade, nnd have taUen evidence from ciin- 
nera, their agents and brolicrs, pulicemen 
and others ; and aa no further new evidence 
is forthcoming, it is expedient in the 
interests of the British Cohimbia liahing in- 
dustry tlmt this commiesion sliould now 
adjourn to meet at Nanuimo for Wednes- 
day next, unless found necessary to extend 
the time, and that this coinndssion then ad- 
journ to the city of Vancouver (or Nanaimo) 
as shall be most suitable to Mr. Higgins in 
his official cjpaoity as spoalcer, for Friday 
and Saturday— from thence an adjourn- 
ment to New Westminster to wind up tho 
.business of tho commission, with a view to 
making an early report to the Covernmeut, 
so that the Department of Fisheries may be 
. enabled to alter or amend the regulations, 
'.to conserve the general interests of the can- 
nerynien, fishermen and others of the public 
■for the protection of the fishing industry of 
the. Province of British Columbia. It is 
understood that whichever place of ad- 
joprnment, Nanaimo or Vancouver, shall 
be^made upon the days mentioned as most 
convenient to Mr. Higgina, and that tele- 
graphic dispatches be sent at once, giving 
notice of the meetings." 

At Mr. Higgins' suggestion the subject 
mentioned in Mr. Wilmot's comnuinication 
was allowed to lie over. 

Mr. ttiggina: I wish tho stenographer to 
read orer, aa ho has it on his notes, tlie pro- 
ceediiiga subsequent to my demand that Mr. 
Ladner'a ovideuce be heard last Saturday. 

Tho aecretiiry then read hia notes, which 
he acknowledged, however, did not contain 
»n exactly accuruto report of wliat took 
place. He did not couaiilur the diacussion 
referred to aa evidence, and therefore did 
not trouble to take down all that wua said. 

Mr. Higgins: Mr. Wilmot and Mr. Arm- 
ttrong, I wish to put before you, without 
excitement, but quietly and as clearly as I 
«an, my position. You see mo laboring 
■nder a disarlvantage in not having been 
able to hear all the other evidence that has 
bsen tendered before you. I was compelled 
to allow several sittings at New Westmins- 
ter to go without my attending them, and 
I have never heard any of Mr. Laduer's evi- 
dence yet. You may tell mo that I can 
have it read over to me, but am I to remain 
in dense ignorance of an important portion 
of the sittings of this body V I think, in all 
fairness, in joatice to myself, leaving Mr. 
Ladner out of the question altogether, that 
I should hear what he has to say,- and that 
you should hear him, too. He is an avail- 
able witness. He boa paid all hia ow-n ex- 
ponaea, and is here ready and willing to give 
important evidence. 

^Ir. Wilmot: Yon can hear it all read 
over to you. 

ilr. Higgins: I wish to hear Mr. Ladner 
«pon a new si-.bjuct, one that bag not yet 
eomo bifore this commisaion. Surely that 
is common sense. 

Mr. Wilmot: I don't care. I can't go 
outside the evidence. 

Mr. Higgins ; Thi.a is evidence, and im- 
portant evidence, and you refuse to have it 
brought before you. I pledge uiyaulf to 
both of you to ask no quealiona a'uout sub- 
jects tliat you have heard before. I will 
get from Mr. Ladner totally new matter. 

Iklr. Armstrong : We oun't hear of it. 
We have had Mr. Ladner'a evidence al- 
ready. 

Mr. Higgins : I will give you now evi- 
dence. 

Mr. Armstrong ; If wo let this thing go 
on now, where IB it going to end? When a 
witness is put on the stand a second .time 
in a court of law, it is at the s]>eoiui 
request of the judgo, in order to elucidate 
or contradict the evidence of the second 
party. 

Mr. Higgins : But in this matter there 
is no second party. This is a public open 
enquiry, and I wish to bring before yon now 
evidencR. 

Mr. Armstrong : Well, f object to it, 
and I won't have it. Your people here are 
a nice crowd of business men if you can't 
come at ono time and tell everything you 
know. Mr. Lidner has boon already called 
twiui', and I won't allow him to be called 
again. 

Mr. Higgins : Well, you arc two against 
one, but I ask ynu to exercise juat a little 
conniion s'Miso in tbia matter. (lonaider 
your pdsition. 

Mr. Wilmot: We passed certain rules 
at tho opening of this C'onniiiasion, and one 
w-aa that we Hlionld bear nobody a second 
time. Tho opinion of tho (>)nimii'aion wua 
laUiM con'.'t rning .Mr. Ladner's caae, and it 
was decided, by a niujorily vote, that be 
should not bo hcanl. I'hat aottlea the 
matter. I may ua well tay, in p.issing, 
that I notice it to be the grneral opinion 
among canneiynion here, and others, that 
I liavo been tou searching and close in my 
questions; , 

Several oannors : No, no. That is not 
so.

ilr. Wilmot thi n epoko of several mat- 
ters quitu outside the queslipaiat ihsue, and 
asked whether or not his'- 'historical refer- 
ences were correct. 

Mr. Iligcins ; I thank you for your fair 
ond accurute account of these matters, but 
I would like to Iiiy beforo your notice the 
fact thut you have, unintentionally, of 
course, avoided the point at issue.

A loni: discussion about the next place of 
meeting t"hen ensued, it being finally decided 
to adjourn to Namiimo on Wednesday, and 
at Vancouver on Sjturday. 

Mr. Kithet: I wish to appear beforo this 
commission to tender evidence on a point 
that I was not questioned on in my previous 
examination. 

Mr. Wilmot: Sit down, we cannot C9n- 
sider you. 

Mr. Rithet: I repeat my application re- 
apeclfully and quietly. Will you hear mo ? 

Mr. Armstrong: It is tho very same 
thing us tlie Ladner business over again. 

Mr. Rithet: No it isn't. It is very 
diflercDt.

Porter reciilled three or fi-ur times. If he 
wus allowed to come back, why should not 
others be put in the snme position? 

Mr. Wilmot: Thut is not the point. 

Mr. Rithet: Why should you hear one 
man and not another ? Thiuk for a moment. 
If you are going to disallow me, how can 
you bo surprised at the io'pression we get of 
this Commission ? Mr. Wilmot, in our ovi- 
dcncQ in chief, led us in our answers, at bis- 
own suggestion, and now that .we wish ta 
speak ol other things, ho blocks us. 

Mr. Wilmot: We can't hiar men contra- 
dict other men, under oath. • 

Mr. Higgins : You can't do what? Mr. 
Rithet by being sworji makes himself re- 
sponsible for his own etutementa. 

Mr. Rithet : My application has been 
noted in. the press, and if it ia declined I 
will have something to say about it else- 
where at some future time. My applica-. 
lion is declined? "'i' 

Mr. Wilmot: Your application' is 'de- 
clined. ' 

Mr. Rithet: Thank you. 

Mr. Higgins : I wish to have it inserted 
in the minutes that I totally disagree with 
my colleagues on this question. We want 
the fullest information. Wo cannot have it 
when things are carried on like this. 'Wo 
cannot report to Ottawa that this has been 
a full enquiry. 

Mr. Wilmot : If these men were ignor- 
ant fishermen, and not men of — 

Mr. Rithet ; You are hero only to takt 
ovidi'uee. You are not a Supremo Court. 
This is a (jueatiou of fact. You are not the 
final judge of this matter. 

Mr. HiggiuH : Mr. ^Vilmot, will you gel 
the opinion of a lawyer on this matter ? 

Mr. Wilmot : Wo don't want the lawyers 
discussing anything before us. 

Mr. Higgins : They would set you right 
pretty soon, anyhow. 

At this point Mr. Lawson, editor of the 
Colonist, .who had bsen listening to the 
proceedinga, left the room. 

Mr. Armstrong: There goes the CoiioNiBT 
man. He has heard quite enough to suit 
his purpose. We can talk without being 
misrepresented now. 

Mr. Wilmot ; Yes. This Commission will 
now. adjourn. 

Mr. .'.'Higgins : Excuse me. I call Mr.^ 
iTohriston, a new witness, 

M. T. Johnston, sworn : 1 have been 
in the province for 28 years; am manager of 
tho British Columbia Canning Company, 
and agent for Findlay, Durham &■ Hrodie. 
I have been connected with canneries since 
18T0, and can say that the business of

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COMMON JUSTICE DENIED. 

Mr. Wilmofc, the ohairman of the Fishery 
CommiBsioni ihd Mr. Armatrong, one of its 

members, seem determined to prove to the 
world their utter incapacity to conduct a 
fair and an impartial enquiry. They were 
appointed to get all tho informa- 
tion possible respecting ouo of the 
most , important industries of the prov- 
ince— dne which is in a very grea't 

' measure under tho direotion of the Govern- 
ment. The interests of n.any men who 
have a groat deal of money invested in the 
salmon fishery are involved in this enquiry, 
and those interests may be very seriously 
affected by the decisions at whicl> the Com- 
-misaioners arrive. Cominon sense and com- 
mon justice, therefore, require that these 
gentlemen be afforded every opportunity of 
supplying the Commisaion with the infor- 
mation which they are supposed tc bn seek- 
ing. Both Mr. Wilmot and Mr.' Armstrong 
have made up their minds to deny them 
that opportunity. They profess to act on 
the principle that a witness should be heard 
* only once, and no matter what he fortjot or 
neglected to aiy on liia examination, or 
what new matter may come before the com- 
mission, tho witnosa cannot be re-called. 
They found it impossible to act upon this 
senseleaa principle in Now Westminster, 
for there more than ono witness waa per- 
mitted to add to and amend his testimony, 
but* they have, with an obstinacy 
which is moat unbecoming in men who have 
a public duty to perform, and who deal 
vrith other men's interests, determined to 
carry it ont in Victoria. 

On Saturday evening Commissioner Ilig- 
gtns ■wished to have Mr. Ladner, a gentle- 
man largely interested in tho salmon fishing 
business, examined on a subject on which 
ho had not been Questioned when he was 
before tho Commiasionat Now Westminster. 
Both ilr. Wilmot and , Mr. Armstrong, 
although they could not deny that the 
point on which Mr. Ladner wished to give 
teatimouy was not included in his previous 
examination, would not permit him to be 
heard. Mr. Higgins protested against this 
course emphatically, but not by any means 
too emphatically, aa did also Mr. Robert 
Ward and Mr. Todd. But tho two Com- 

' tniasioners were deaf to tho voice of argu- 
ment and remonstranue. They had tho 
' power' to prevent tho evidence that was 
tendered heim; lieard and they were hound 
to exercise it, whether justly or unjustly, 
reasonably or unreasonably. 

On Monday morning Mr. Higgins re- 
newed his request to have Mr. Ladner re- 
called. Ho even went so far a-i to profer 
tho request on tlio ground of a favor lo him 
as he, being Speaker of the Leyislative Aa- 
aomldy, bad been unablo to l)u present when 
Mr. Ladner was examined in New \Ve8t- 
minster. He alleged that it would be im- 
possible for him to form an intelligent 
•opinion unless ho had an opportunity 
of bearing all the evidence. But it 
can easily he understood that what 
the two Commissioners refused to grant 
Mr. Ladner and the other gentlemen iator- 
eated in the fishery, on the ground of right 
and reason, tlicy would not extend to Mr. 
Higgins OS a favor, or to enoble him tho bet- 
ter to come toa fair conclusion on the mat- 
ter under consideration. 

After a majority of tlie Comuii.sdion liad 
decided not to hear Mr. Ladner, .Mr. B. P. 
Bithet respectfully asked to be heard under 
oath, on a subject on which he had not been 
examined when he had given his testimony. , 
He pointed out that statements' in writing,' 
handed in to the Secretary, would not bo 
received as evidence, and that, consequent- 
ly, ho hi' a no otlier way of placing the in- 
formation ho had to impart before the Com- 
ni'asion, except from the witness-stand. 

' But the two Commissioners, Wilmot and 
y\rm8tr6ng, would not listen -to reason, 
and their sense of justice was so defec- 
tive, or so obtuse, that they could not, or 

would not, soe that it was contrary to the 



moat obvious principles of fair-play to deny 
tho men, with whose interests they were 
dealing, the right to give them information 
that might lead to their 'arriving at just con- 
clusions. 

We, for our part, cannot understand how 
men, gifted with a moderate share of oom- 
mou sense, and wlio have any knowledge of 
how business of the kind in which tiiey are 
engaged should be tranaaoted, can act as 
Measra. Wilmofc and Armstronor have octod 
since tho Commission sot in 'Victoria. Mr. 
Wilmot has shown from the first o disposi- 
tion to consider only aiicb evidence aa favor- 
ed his preconceived idois and bis hobbies; 
and Mr. Armstrong's mind is ap- 
parently • BO filled' with prejudice 
against Victoria and Victorians tliat 
thero is no room in it for a single idea 
about tliB merits of any question that, in 
the course of business, is aubmitted to him. 
W'o had heard, while the Commission was 
sitting in New Westminster, strange rumors 
aa to the way in which the enquiry was 
being conducted. We thought then that our 
informants were prejudiced, but we now 
can readily believe that the half htvd not 
been told us. The proceedings here on 
Saturday and Monday were simply a bur- 
lesque. It would tako tho pen of a Shake- 
speare or a Dickens to do justice to tho way 
in which the CommisMonors conducted their 
enquiry. If it were not lor the importance 
of the business thoy are pretending to con- 
duct, the self-importance and tho loquacious- 
ness of tlie pair of JacUa-in-office would be 
inlinitoly amusing. 

A LITTLE TOO SURE. 

The American newspapers are full of een- 
sational reports about the Behring'a'seu mat- 
ter. Lord Salisbury's proposal to make a 
seal preserve of an area of thirty miles 
round the Pribyloff Islands, although really 
a concession to' tho American claim, is re- 
garded by American newspaper writers as 
an encroachment on American rights. They 
write as if the sovereignty of the United 
States over the whola of Bahring's sea were 
undisputed, and that any vessel flying tho 
British flag which darea to hunt seals in 
that sea is a poacher and a pirate. This is 
begging tho question with a vengeance. The 
simple 'truth is that the United States has 
no moro and no greater rights in Bohring's 
sea than it has in what is generally acknowl- 
edged to be the ~ PaoiSc Ocean or in the 
Atlantic Ocean or tho Gulf of Mexico. Tho 
American Oovernment'a juriadiction ex- 
tends over the waters of Behring'a just a 
marine league from tho shore, and not a 
foot farther. Lord Salisbury allowing them 
around the Pribyloff' Islands twenty-seven 
miles more, is a kind of admission that tho 
United States Government have some sort 
of right to the seals that frequent those 
islands. It might be supposed that our 
American neighbors would feel ' pleased at 
this admission by the British Prime Minis- 
ter. But they are not. S?h«y raise 
an outcry because ha doSs not' consent 
to the mndii'i vivcndi being in force L\\\a 
year, as if the Britiah Government were 
under an obligation to agree to this arrange- 
ment as long as it suits tho United States 
to keep the Bohring's Sea question unset- 
tled. There has surely been enough sbilly. 
sliallying with that question, and if Lord 
Salisbury's firmness will liave the effect nf 
hastening its final settlement, lie will have 
done great service to both countries. 

Our American neighbors, too, complain 
that if seal hunters are allowed to enter 
ILhring's Sea during the coming season, 
the seals will be exterminated. Here, 
again; they speak as if a question about 
which there still is the widewt ililFerence of 
opinion were settled in the way which they 
liolieve to bo riglit. It suits then) just now 
to deoluro that tho seala are in eucii suc- 
ceeding year becoming scarcer and scarcer 
in Bohring's Sea. It was only tho other day, 
comparatively speaking, that American ex- 
perts declared that seals were more plenti- 
ful in that sea than they liad ever heen 
liefore. Hardly a year after these glowing 
accounts of the abundance of seala in Beli- 
ring's Sea had been eent to Washington, 
I'rofessor Elliot bonded in his dolorous re- 
port. There are men who say that that 
report was drawn up with a purpose, and 
',hat it was simply impossible that the 
seals should have deorouaed so greatly 
aiid so suddenly. Thero are men whoso 
word is quite as good em that of Professor 
Elliot, who assert that the soils have not 
decreased, and that tho reports which pre- 
ceded that of the Professor gave tho true 
account of their numbers. There are indi- 
cations, too, thulj the observ.itioua made 
last year liy the British Comniisaionors dif- 
fered widely in their results from those of 
Mr. I'jlliot, and that their report is bicked 
up by ample evidence. In fact, there is 
really no reason to believe that thero is any 
material difference between tho reports of 
the American and the British Commission- 
ers, who spent tho greater part of last sum- 
mer in Behring'a Sea. 

It would be just as well, we think, if our 
American neighbors were not quite so sure 
that they own the whole of Bohring's Sea, 
and all that is therein. It would be a 
little more becoming in them if they spoke 
more modestly of United Suites claims, and 
a good deal more respectfully of tlie rights 
of British suhjcota. We are quite willing 
to admit that they owi\ a good deal of the 
earth, but tho whole of it is not theirs by a 
very long chalk. 

THAT BLUNDER. 

It is now clear to every one thai a great 
mistake was made when it was decided that 
tho Fishery Commission should sit whilo 
tho Legislative Assem'idy ia in session, llow 
such a mistake could he made by any man 
who desired the two local oommiasioneia to 
be anything else than nonentities ia simply 
incomprehensible. It did not require infor- 
mation from Victsria to convince tho auth- 
orities in Ottawa that tho Hon. Mr. Hig- 
gins, Speaker of tho Aasenlbly, could nob bo 



in two places at one and the aame time ; 
but this ia what ho must have done if he 
performed his duties both as Speaker of the 
Houso and Member of the Commission at 
all effectively. Tho Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries may have thought that as Mr. 
Wilmot is a host in himself, it would not 
much matter whether one or both the local 
members of the Commiasinn wore present 
or absent. But somehow the Chairniau of 
the Commission hos not impressed the peo- 
ple of British Columbia as being a man of 
such extraordinary ability. Tlioso of Ihom 
that have come in contact with him havo 
formed tho opinion that one good inau'a 
work is a great deal more than he can do 
It is evident now that it requires three 
capable men; present at all the meetings, to 
do the work of the Commission. 



THE LONDON ELECTION. 

No one is warranted in coining to the con 
elusion that the victory won by the Pro 
gressionist Party in the London County 
Council olectiona was a triumph for the 
Liberal Party. No intelligent man needs 
to bfl told that progressiveness in municipal 
afPairs ia not indentical with Liberaliam in 
general politioa. Some of the most ardent 
National Liberals uro the most bigotted 
obstructionists, and indeed reactioniata in 
civic and county affaira. And it ia so in 
London. The Progressive Party is made 
up of energetic and enlightened men of all 
shades of politics, and it haa not the 
remotest connection with Gladstone and 
Gladstoneism. The Liberals who consid 
that the Progressionist victory in London is 
an indication that tho Liberals are becoming 
strong in that city, may find Out when tho 
the general election comes round that they 
have grievously miscalculated. 



A GOOD BEOINNINO. 

The Canadian Gazette (published in Lon 
don), of the 18th inst., contains the follow- 
ing editorial paragraph : — 

" An interesting test shipment of frozen 
salmon is being made from British Columbia 
to Europe this month. ' The consignment is 
to reach Hamburg by way of New York, 
and should it prove suocesslttl it may mark 
tho beginning -of a valuable trade. Tho 
idea, of course, is a now one. Some twelve 
years ago Mr. Macdougall, son of Hrci 
William Mucdougull, was engaged iu i.i 
experiment of the kind, hut thero was at 
that time no sYsteni of refrigerators either 
on land or on hoard ship. Tho Hudson's 
Bay company also made several isolated 
shipments of salmon. The advent of the 
Canadian Pacific railway bids fair, however, 
to place tho trade upon a wider and more 
permanent footing. The provision of rt friger 
ating cars and tho cstabiisliinent of refriger- 
ator stores, especially at Vancouver, have 
proved beyond a doubt that halibut, aahiion 
and other fish, can bo conveyed at a profit 
to tho markets of Eastern Ciinada and the 
United Stales, and the formation of new 
companies is opening up a l.irgo field for the 
business in North America. .In Europe, too, 
the prospects are excellent. Tho salmon 
purchased from tho Hudson's Bay Company 
and from Mr. Maodougall realized the top 
P' ices in the markets of Paris and St. Peters- 
Imrii — at least double the prices obtainable 
in England. A large trade may also he done 
in fish — smoked and in other forms— iu the 
interior of Europe, and in cities far rcmovad 
from tho sea, where it is sought for as a far 
more general article of diet than with ua in 
England; The promoters of the new Crofter 
Colony in British Columbia will no doubt 
watch the present experimehts with close 
attention.'' 

We see that efforts are being made to send 
perishable commoJities, such aa eggs, from 
Australia to England. If a trailu in fresh 
eggs can be established between New South 
Wales and London, surely there will be less 
difBculty in establishing a trade in fresh 
salmon between British Columbia and the 
ports of Great Britain.

FRESH FROM TIIK DAIRY. ' 

Island Made Butter for the i'list Time Placed 
on the Market). 

Tho fir.st product of the Saiuiich d.iiry, in 
the form of neat and teiapting little one- 
pounil " p its " of butter, was yesterday 
placed on sale in Victoria, Mr. Henry Saun- 
ders, of Johnson street, Bocurini; the con- 
signment, which Mr. James Hell, who is at 
the head of the new industry, promises to 
repeat weekly iu future. Tho butler is 
daintily put up for market, ia of tho best 
quality, and of exceptionally good color, 
considering the season of tho year — three 
facts which strongly recomnicnj it to pur- 
chasers. 

It ia only a short time ago Ihut Mr. Bell 
interviewed the farmers of .Saanich district, 
mill having arranged to buy all the cream 
they could supply, eatiiblislied his dairy in 
tho old mill building of tho Bracknian & 
Ker Co., which is admirably suited for the 
purpose. The butter-making industry ia 
aaaurcd of success, and it is only a question 
of time when cheese aa well as butter will 
bo manufactured, in ipiantity sufficient at 
least for local demands. 

The butter brought into tho city, yester- 
day, ia the liral to lie produced in qunutily 
for the homo market. In the past, several 
tons of butter have boon imported every 
week from F istern Canada, and very many 
thousandf of dollar.-) have been sent away, 
that could much inure pi;oliial)ly have been 
kept at home, but fur tlie fuel that Vancou- 
ver Island butter was not to lie bad for love 
or money. Now Hint it c;iu be seen ut a 
glance that the hoiiie-iiMde article is a 
source of profit, and much bctler in every 
way than its imported rival, the latter iniiy 
naturally expect to he given the cold shoul- 
der by Victorians.

Owing largely, no doubt, to tho unprc« 
pitioua weather, there wua but a smalt 
audienco at tho Victoria theatre last even- 
ing, where Mr. Clivo Phillips- Wolley de- 
livered a highly interesting and able lecture 
on "Uttsaia and the Rusaiuns." The chair 
was -occupied by Hon. D. W. Higgins, 
while beside him, on tho platform, were 
Hon. Jno. Robaon, Mayor Heaven, Col. 
Baker, and Mojor Dupont. The chairman 
gracefully introduced Mr. Wolley, und in 
well chosen words asked the sympathy of 
tho audience for the starving millions in 
Russia's domain. 

A round of applause greeted Mr. Wolley 
when he came forward. Briefly referring 
to tho vast amount of antipiithy felt to- 
wards Ruaaians by English apeaking people, 
the lecturer claimed that thia waa duo 
greatly, if not wholly, to the gross misrep- 
resentation of writers who ut the outset 
were prejudiced against Rusaia, tho Rua- 
piun Government and Ruasiau iustitutiona. 
As for himself, he claimed to bo free und 
unprejudiced, for he hud never received ono 
cent of Russian money, or been under any 
obligations to them whatever. On tho 
contrary, ho hud traveled through 
tho country of tho Russians as 
a militia oflicer, in o capacity in which he 
might almost bo regarded as hostile to them, 
as u newspaper correspondent, and as a 
sportsman, and bo bad many reasona to re- 
member the unvarying hospitality he had 
experienced. With thia introduction Mr. 
Wolley passed on to give an interesting 
detailed account of tho manners and life of 
tho peasant classes. Admitting their 
manifest faults, they had, ho said, many 
irtues, and if for no other reason than 
that they wanted bread,_ho thought it was 
tho duty of every Victorian to contribute 
at least something towards the fund. 
Whatever money wos received, he sold, 
would bo forwarded without expenao by tho 
English Society of Frienda, through Knglish 
channels, and distributed direct to the 
aulTerors by Knglish repreEcntativcs of the 
Society, ao that not one cent would be 
wasted or misappropriated. He figured 
that one five cent piece would keep an able 
bodied adult Russian in food for one day, 
and thought that, this heuig tho case, 
Victoria, a city which had no starving 
people of its own, should aid liberally in 
succoring the foreigners. 

At tho end of the lecture, a vote of thanks, 
moved by Mayor Bcaveu and seconded by 
Hon. Mr. Robson, was unanimously ten- 
dered the lecturer for biB.iaatructive enter- 
tainment. ' .

Ms. Martin moved tho adoption of 
the report of the Private Bills 
committee presented on March 2. 
(This report lefers to the withdrawal ot 
the tiill to incoiporrtt* a second tramway 
company, to operate between Vancouver 
and New Westminster. ) 

, HoK.' Mb. Bkavk.s look exception to tlio 
extraordinary course of procedure that had 
been taken in this case. He read from the 
records of the House to show that when 
this matter was up before the Private Bdls 
Committee, the Attorney-General had ap- 
peared and had claimed free audience for 
the purpose -of euiinciating a principle 
which liiid been adopted liy the (ievernnieut. 
He, (Mr. Heaven), thought; ihiit there wore, 
two very important principles Involved in 
this case. One was whether in srauting a 
private bill to a private company and lor 

■ private purposes, the House was binding 
itself to grant exclnaivo privileges. Tho 
second, and great principle involved, w.is 
as to whether a principle propounded by the 
G )vernnicnt should be considered by a 
private cnnunittee of tlie House. He said 
further that it was beneath tho dignity of 
a member of the Hoiisi-, and still more of a 
member of the Goverunieut to appear buforo 
hia peers and plead. It was a well estab- 
lished fact that, no member of the House 
should plead before a committee, this rule 

' being distinctly laid down in May and in 
Todd on parliamentary rules and precedure. 
If; there was a question of policy 
to . be laid down, the place to 
bring that que»tion of policy up was in the 
House, and then if the majority of the 
House decided in favor of that policy, it be- 
came the policy of the Government and the 
policy of the o.ountry. But for' the AttOrr 
ney-Ueneral to privately appear before a 
committee and there to lay down.&.prlncl 
pie of policy adopted by the Goveriiment, 
was not only most ridiculous, but was 
wrong in principle and contrary to all rules 
of parliamentary privilege and usage. 

Kos. Mk. Davie defended hia action. He 
said that the Hon. leader of the Oppo-sition 
thought that in this respect he (.Mr. D.ivie) 
had blundered. That was the same opin- 
ion he (.Mr. Heaven) had oxprc-isid for some 
time past, for it was a known fact that the 
leader of the Opposition was of opinion that 
his (Mr. Divie's) whole ollioial career ha^ 
been one continuous failure. 

Sonic hnn. meniliL'is — lu ar, heiir. 
Hon. Ma. Davie coi,tiinu;d that it was a 
matter for the liouae and for the country to 
decide whether his ollicial career should be 
cpndemned or not. Ho had appeared bo 
fore the committee in order to guide them 
and advise them in a matter of public prin 
oiple and policy, in order that they should 
make no mistake. His action had been 
quite proper. He was not sali.ified with tho 
authorities tho hou. leader of tho Opposi- 
tion had quoted as to his (Mr. Davie's) ac- 
tion. 

Hon. Mb. Beavk:? rose to read bis 
authority. 

Hon. Mb. Davib objected, on the ground 
. that it was irregular for 3Ir. Beavcn to 
■peak twiee; 

Mb. Sfbakeb said that on a question of 
this kind there was generally a good deal of 
hititudc allowed. 

Hon. Mil. Heavbn then read the follow 
ing passage from Todd, on Parliainentuiy 
rules and procedure : 

"It will bo observed that the peculiar re- 
sponsibility which attnches to Ministers of lli • 
Crown. In matters of IcKlslation, is cnnllned. 
forthe most uart, to the miti ition and control 
of public business. As rcKaida private bills, 
wheroin Iho rife'hts of private ]iiirlioj are ad- 
judicated upon by Parliament in n senii- 
judiciul nuiiiner. an ooiidsito principle pro- 
valla. Thus, it was remarked by bir Itobert. 
Peel, whtn Hoiniit-ecretary, in IKK), in refer- 
ence lo thcs Ilyu Harbor 1)111 ihon poiidlnK in 
Parliament: 'I iiiusl decliMC inierferunce 
with any private hill, and 1 cannot but think, 
from the uxperii iicu'Of--ovory day, that the 
. principle on which IMinisters abstain from any 
such intcrferunoe ia most (alutarf.' Again, it 
was stated t>y thu ('liancollor of tho Exchecpicr 
(Mr. liaiinn). in l.SIO. thai -jt ia contrary to the 
CHtJibllshed practice for Miiiiaten? ot thu Crown 
to give an oijiniun on a 1)1 h ale bnl.' For this 
reason, as well as on a<!count of ilicir pleasing 
Ofllcial duties, tho oecupanta of the 'I reasnry 
benches .are ex mptfroin sorvini; on Private 
Sills committees." 

From page 425 of May, lie also read : 

"A member is Incapable ot pracllcinB as 
counsel before the Hou io; or any coinmiltce, 
not only wilb a view to prevent pecuniary in- 
fluence upon bis votrs, but also beaauso It 
would bobuDoatb his dlKoity to plead before a 
court of widch ho is himself a constituent part. 
Nor la itcoiiBiatont with parliamentary or pro- 
fesaional usaKO, for a member to advise, as 
counsel, nni ii any iirivalo bill, or Other luo- 
ccedinif in P,,irliament." 

Hon. Mr Hkavkn continued. He stated 
that the ijasaiigea he hail (luoled cxa'Jtly 
bore out what lie luul said in regard to the 
impropriety of the action of tho Attorney- 
General. 

Cor.. Baker moved that tlie report be re- 
ferred back to the committee for re-oonsid- 
eration. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said ho could eeo no 
good result to come from such action. 

Mr. Booth also ohjected. 

Mb. Buown thougiit that no monopoly 
should bo given to any company, and he 
would bo quite opposed to voting for the 
adoption of a report which would commit 
tho House to any such policy. 

Mr. Martin aaUod leave to withdraw 
his motion to adopt the report. 

Mr. Uuntur said he could not see what 
position the llouso would bo in were the 
bill witluirawii. Aa a member of tho Pri- 
vate Hilla coniniiltec ho wished it to be dis- 
tinctly understood that tho Private Bills 



committee had been neither overawed nor 
bulldozed by the Attorney General. The 
Private Bills committee was^nq.fishory com- 
mission, and when it'',wS^'.'pc»lB8iblo to get 
any information, the cotnnilttee was quite 
willing to receive it. (Laughter.) 

Mr. ConoN stated that he would like 
to know what the Attornpy General had 
done before the Private Bills committee. 
The Attorney General had denied that he 
had been there as representing the Gov- 
ernment, and had also indignantly repudi- 
ated the idea that he had appeared there 
as representing either of the promoters of 
the private bills. :.>Vhat then,he(Mr. Cot- 
ton) would 'like^ to - know, /.Iwas : he doing 
there? 

Mu. Booth again objected to the with- 
drawal of tho report. 

It was explained that the motion only 
would be withdrawn.

eanninf; isa very Quctunting one, and the im- 
pression that oanuers are making fortunes is 
a totally wrone one. In 1S84 and 1885 
•everal canneries wore suspended. AVo liaro 
now to compute with Alaskai, where fish is 
packed cheaper than wo can pack it. No 
profit will be made out of last year's work. 
This year, the prospects are not niucli bet- 
ter. It is utterly wrong to say that §5,000 
would build a cannery; $25,000 would have 
been nearer the mark. Beside' ,tlie oapitul 
invested in canneries, must be added work- 
ing cdpital,^whioh invariably amounts to a 

-.▼eryJarige'Mni. ■ Lnatyoar, I tliink, the 
bttsinesf o{ Ucoiisea wus, iu principle, fair 

. enough. r>But other buildings obtained 
UoenseS' that were not canneries. Wo were 
fishing with twenty boats, while other can- 
neries were fishing with forty. I appealed 
to the inspector. I don't think the Gov- 
ernment intended that such licenses should 
bo issued. I believa that all license fees 
should be equal, lionses not transferable, 
and only given to hotia Jide fishermen, one 
apiece. 1 reprt'sent five oannoriea in the 
province, one oti eiicli river. 

Pnmcis Pago sworn : !■ wish to submit an 
inventory of tlio year's work of tlio Welling- 
ton and Delta o.iunoriea, giving all details. 
I am a part propi ietor iu both. Tho vuluo 
of buildini; of tho former is SI 1,005, mach- 
inery SO, .ISO, inatetial ?'-t,09S, otiioe furni- 
ture S'2.S'2, mess house SOT, steamer $;i,000. 

• The land we value at $150 per acre. Id is 
worth §500 now. Tho lot.il expense, capi- 
tJal laying idle from season to season, is 
$41,802. In this amount is included what 
we paid for the land ten years ago. Tho 
stutement repreaeuta the amount of capital 
invested. 

Mr. Rithot: Now gentleman, if you wish 
to know the whole thing, I may us well toll 
you that these figures are the sameovidonoo 
as I tendered to you, some time ago, which 
you rofu>^ed to accept. You could have 
cross-questioned me until you were blue 
about them, if you bad wished to, and got 
all you wanted to know. 

Mr. Higgtns: And I think it !a very good 
and. remarkably strong evidence too. 

Among the items in the lists (which total- 
led $48iU0O) were a few for merchandise pur- 
ohased, consisting of under $4Q0 worth. On 
account of this comparatively insignifi&nt 
'amount forming portion of the vhole list, 
the chairman and Commissioner Armstrong 
refused to listen to the statement, or to con- 
aider it correct. 

Mr. Higgins stigmatized their conduct as 
paltry and childish, and asked them if they 
seriously meant to throw out vitally impor- 
tant evidence, of nearly $80,000 annual ex- 
penditure from one cannery, because of tho 
total including a few paltry sums, ranging 
from 51.50 to S5, and totalling a few hun- 
dred dollars in all. 

The other conuiiissiouers still stuck to their 
previous position, and witness continued : 

At the Delta cannery our capital invested 
is S38,.310.30, or §37.009.00 with the mer- 
chandise left out. The working capital for 
the last year was §-18,000, making a total of 
$85,909. 

Here there arose a great deal of discussion 
concerning tlie proper course to ho pursued 

. regarding Mr. Page's evidence, Mr. Wilmot 
and Mr. Armstrong contending that his 

' statements could not be aoaepted by the 
commission unless ho put in the documents 
relating to them ; Mr. Higgins, Mr. Rithet, 
witness, and Mr. Todd claiming that as the 
evidence was being given upon oath it should 
be taken. 

I .Witness, refiised to put in the original 
dopubients; and said that' he had sworn to 
the cbrreotness of the statements he had 
tnad,e,,and that that should be enough for 
iheoommission. ^ 

Mr. .Higgina urged that the witness had 
pledged bia oath to the acouraoy of the 
statements. 

Mr. Wilmot : He refuses to put that 
statement in. I usk tho stenographer to let 
that fact appear in his notes. Unless the 
document appears the witness cannot give 
•evidonoo relating to it. 

Mr. Armstrong took the same view. 

Mr. Ifiggins objcoted strongly to such a 
course of pioCLiUue, and the discussion was 
followed by another general outcry, the 
oaunera pleading for a common sense judg- 
ment, while the two cominisaioners stuck to 
their previous decision. 

As soon as Mr. Pago had left the witness 
stind, iilr. Todd advanced to llie table 
and stated that ho wanted to 
apeak as a matter of privilege. He 
then read the following extiact from tho 
Colonist report of the proceedings 
of tho previous day: — "On resum- 
ing, Mr. Ashilown Green, recalled, 
was asked whether he had been 
sworn on the previous day. He replied 
that he had. The Chairman then asked 
him what he thought of Mr. Todd's state- 
ment. 'Mr. Todd,' said Mr, Wilmot, 're- 
presented to ine that not onlji had you not 
been sworn, but furthermore, that the 
-oiaitHion on my part was intentional. ' " 

Mr. Todd: Now, Mr. Chairman, I want 
to ask you whether this report of what you 
said is true or not ? 

Mr. Wilmot : It is perfaotly true. 

Mr. Todd : Well, then, I take this oppor- 
tunity of saying that you were entirely and 
totally wrong iu making such a statement. 
I never said such a thing at all. 

Mr. Wilmot ; You never said what is 
attributed to you there then ? 

Mr. Todd : 'I'liis paper dues not attribute 
it to nio at all. Indeed, in tho very 
next sentence of the report, it says : — • 
" It may be mentinneil that Mr. Todd had 
on the previous day denied this same state- 
ment of tlio chairman's, under oath." 
I appeal to anybody who was present 
yeatcrdiiy. i'"<l will usk them who is in the 
right in this mutter ? 

Mr. Wilmot: Well, I don't consider that 
it makes any dilfercnce, anyhow. 

Mr. Todd: " Well, I do, and I siy again 
that the statement you uttered was a delib- 
erate untruth," and the speaker brought 
his hand down on tho table with u thijd, 
right in front of the Chairman. "It was 
-an untruth; I say it again." 

Mr. Rithet: "Hear, Hear; so it was." 
^Several gentlemen in tho room agreed with 
Mr. Todd's remark. 

Mr. Wilmot: Mr. Stenographer, will you 
please take down carefully what Mr. 'Todd 
said, and the fact of one gentleman down at 
the other end of the Mble applauding what 
he- said. 

■ ;.;Mr. Rithet: Yog, I was tho man who was 
-applatiding. You can put niy name down 
'with pleasure. 

■rho oommis-sion tlmri adjourned for lunch. 

On resuming at ;{ o'clock, Mr. .lohnaton 
appeareil again and iiitornied tho commis- 
sioners that he would forward a list of docu- 
ments, asked for by tliem, at a later date. 

Mr. Munn; Are we to understand that 
tho commission will sit again in New West- 
minster. 

2tlr. Wilmot: That will be entirely accord- 
ing to circumstances when wo roach the 
Mainland. 

The commission then finally adjourned 
from 'Victoria to Nunaimo, as per programme.

Time.

Steamer Walla Walla arrived from San 
rranciaeo at '.\ o'clock this afternoon, being 
almost one day later than usual. Hho had 
stronc head winds to contend with nearly 
all the way up, and when sho reached tho 
Straits, a heavy fog bothorcil her for sev- 
eral hours. There were over 100 tons of 
freight on board for Victoria, and about 39 
tons for Vancouver, which were landed here 
to bo tiiken'over by the Islander. 

Tho Upton lino S. S Zambesi will be due 
here from China and Japan on Friday next. 

S. S. ICinpress of India is due hero from 
China on the '22nd inst. 

Tho C. P. R. Empress of Japan arrived 
at Uong Kong to-day. 

TugLorne arrived in Sunday, and left 
again last night for the Cape, seeking. 

It is reported, however truo it may be, 
that the flying sohoonor Agnes McDonald, 
from Nova Scotia, baa been reported off tho 
Cape. The MuD maid is one of tho fastest 
boats of her size ufloat, but it is not thought 
that she will be able to cut down tho Gene- 
va's record. 

Steamer T. W. Carter, Capt. Poote, re- 
turned from San Juan river Sunday night, 
reporting a heavy swell and thick fog off 
tho Cape. There wore no sealers in sight. 
Tl:e Carter brought back the party of pros- 
pectors who have been exploring the San 
Juan river. 

Steamer M iude arrived in this morning 
with a full cargo of coal from Nanaiino. 

Steamer Barbara Boscowitz is duo from 
tho North. 

The bark Dominion's cargo of lumber, 
which now lies on one side of tho dry dock, 
will bo removed to Adams' saw mill next 
week. 

Schooner Kate sailed this afternoon for 
the West coast.

Craig and his wife, are expected to remain 
in Victoria, the former appearing as leading 
man at Tho Imperial, for the first time, on 
Thursday evening. 

At Tho Imperial many changes have 
taken place since Saturday. John E. Rico 
is no longer manager of the Slock Company, 
nor is he to be found in or about the 
theatre. Arthur Forrest is no longer lead- 
ing man, nor is Miss Esther Lyons leading 
lady. The leads at The Imperial just now 
are taken by Mr. George Berrj', who is 
also manager of the company, and Miss 
Bella Inman. Last eVeniug they gave a 
very creditable production of Kathleen 
Marvournccn, and. the same old but 
popular play will hold tho boards, 
this and to-morrow evening. Tho 
cause of the departure of Mr. Forrest 
and Miss Lyons from the boards was finan- 
cial purely. Mr. Forrest had not sufficient 
confidence in Mr. Rico's ability to pay 
salaries, and, consequently, left. Miss 
Lyons demanded a guarantee that her 
salary would bo paid before tho curtain 
went up, Saturday night; she got the 
guarantee, and, later on, the money from 
Mr. Mallandaine, now manager of tho 
house. Then Mr. Rice presented her with 
a note, stating that her services were no 
longer in request. As her contract was for 
eight weeks, with no proviso that it was 
against the rules to make sure of her salary, 
it is probable that she will take proceedings 
for breach of contract — that is, if Mr. Rice 
remains in the city. 

Maude Granger's engagement, tliis week, 
is the talk of tho theatrical portion of the 
city. The'.three bills — "Inherited,'' "Creole," 
and"Cttmille" — are very attractive. Of the 
"Creole," the Vancouver Telegram snys; 
" The feeling which was predominant in tlic 
breasts of the majority of those who were 
present at the production of " The Creole," 
in the Vancouver Opera House, last night, 
and who followed with understanding Miss 
Granger's characterization of Cora, was that 
the nature of things had gone astr.ay, that 
to those who were especially fitted to enjoy 
the beauty and gladness of life in their 
highest sense, gall and wormwood instead 
of honey had been meted out. Indeed this 
is the impression which great tragic acting 
always produces, and the characters which 
Miss Granger makes her own and fills with 
life and force, aro tlioae over wliich tlie 
dark cloud of madness and despair are con- 
tinually impending. The character of Cora 
is one inferior in some respects in tho 
presentation of tragic and contending emo- 
tions to tliat of Helen in Inherited, but 
what it losses in intensity it makes up for 
in variety. The field ia larger and the life 
fuller, but the last chapter of the drama has 
the same close. Miss Granger performed 
the piece with her usual excellence, bringing 
out the good and bad features of the 
character witli the same power, and in both 
cases, holding and controlling the sympa- 
thies of her audience throughout. She was 
again and again greeted with involuntary 
applause, and at oiioh fall of the curtain, 
she was called to tho footlights. Her 
support ia good throughout, uono of the 
characters being what could bo termed 
weak."

THUNDER HILL MINE. 

Machinery will eo in at Oncp, an that Ship- 
ments can be Made by July .Ist. 

The opening up of the Thunder nill'mine 
in East Kootenoy, which has been in pro-
